A CAMBRIDGE climate expert 
has warned Ely will become an 
island again under current esti¬ 
mates for rising sea levels. 

British Antarctic Survey scien¬ 
tist Dr Emily Shuckburgh, OBE, 
recently gave a talk at the Ely Sci¬ 
ence Festival where she set out a 
scarily real dystopian vision of a 
Fenland landscape submerged by 
rising tides and storm surges. 

Through her career, Cambridge 


graduate Dr Shuckburgh, 43, who 
co-authored the Ladybird book 
on climate change with Prince 
Charles, has been trying to trans¬ 
late the latest findings of climate 
science in ways people can relate 
to. 

“If we continue emitting fos¬ 
sil fuel emissions as we are, we 
could see a metre or so of sea 
level rise by the end of this cen¬ 
tury. It might even be more if the 
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Antarctic ice sheet collapses at a 
greater rate than we are currently 
anticipating,” she said. 

“And we will get to the stage in 
the coming decades when actual¬ 
ly being able to live and farm and 
whatever else in the Fens begins 
to become increasingly unten¬ 


able. 

“The Fens famously are very 
low lying, and if you look at the 
map of what the Fens looked like 
before they were drained in the 
17th Century, Ely was an island. 

“If we had substantial sea level 
rise, the Fens would look as they 
looked before they were drained.” 

Much of the Fens lies below 
mean sea level and constitutes 
some of the lowest lying land 


mass in the UK. 

The lands surrounding Ely, 
which sits on a hill, were drained 
in the 17th Century by means of 
cuts made in ground to allow wa¬ 
ter to run off into the River Great 
Ouse and out to the sea at King’s 
Lynn. 

In addition, the Hundred Foot 
Drain allowed for drainage into

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PULLING POWER: Crowds and rafts from previous Aquafests on the River Great Ouse 


Rafts ready to 
take to river 
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THE countdown to Ely 
Aquafest - one of the big¬ 
gest community events in 
the city - is now on. 

This year’s River Great 
Ouse extravaganza will be 
on Sunday, July 2 - and 
organisers are promising 
it will be one of the best 
Aquafests to date. 

As ever, the annual event, 
which first started in July 
1978, is being organised by 
the Rotary Clubs of Ely and 
will be raising money for lo¬ 
cal good causes. 

The main crowd pleaser 
on the day remains the an¬ 
nual raft race, which will 
see teams battling it out in 
elaborately decorated rafts 
while families line the river- 
banks to cheer them on. 

A spokesman for the 
event said that in the early 
days of Aquafest the main 
arena events were often 
spectacular, such as high 
wire acts, parachute jumps 
and an autogyro attacking 
Rotarian John Dennick who 
was on the river. 

He said: “The autogyro 
was flown by its creator, 
Wing Commander Ken Wal¬ 
lis, who also doubled as 
Sean Connery in the James 
Bond films.” 

There may not be any 
stuntmen this year but 
there will be plenty to enter¬ 
tain people of all ages. 

Throughout the after¬ 
noon, there will be fun for 
all the family in Jubilee Gar¬ 
dens and Lavender Green, 
including fairground rides, 
stalls, live music, perfor¬ 
mances by local dance 
groups and musicians, a Vi¬ 
king re-enactment, arts and 


crafts, a beer tent and 
plenty of food to go around. 

This year, the main raft 
race will start at 12.45pm, 
which Rotarians think will 
give visitors more time to 
make the most of the other 
activities. 

Aquafest runs from 
10.30am - 5pm and is free to 
attend.

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Hatching plan 
to nurture birds 


RARE footage of 25 fledgling 
godwit chicks being released 
into the wild has been shared 
by Welney Wildfowl & Wet¬ 
lands Trust. 

On Monday, 25 black-tailed 
godwits were released into 
their new home in the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fens as part of a 
groundbreaking conservation 
technique, known as ‘head¬ 
starting’. 

After the eggs from nests 
were hatched in incubators, 
WWT Welney Wetland Centre 
staff hand-reared the birds 
until they were old enough to 
look after themselves. 

Dubbed Project Godwit, the 
scheme - a joint initiative be¬ 
tween the trust and the RSPB 
- has been praised by Chris 
Packham, of BBC’s Spring- 
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watch, as an example of “re¬ 
ally good, proactive conserva¬ 
tion” in action. 

It has received funding from 
the European Union LIFE Na¬ 
ture Programme, the HSBC 
150th Anniversary Fund, Nat¬ 
ural England and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. It aims to secure 
the long-term future of black¬ 
tailed godwits in the UK. 

The project focuses on two 
wetlands in the east of Eng¬ 
land - the Ouses Washes, near 
Ely and the Nene Washes - 
where conservationists are 
growing the black-tailed god¬ 
wit population by enhancing 
ideal habitat, trialling meth¬ 


ods to increase productivity, 
improving understanding of 
local and migratory move¬ 
ments, rearing and releasing 
chicks and increasing support 
among communities. 

WWT’s Nicola Hiscock, who 
oversaw the hand-rearing, 
said: “The biggest worry for 
us is that they’d fly off some¬ 
where unsuitable for them, 
but we have observed several 
birds in the wetlands here at 
WWT Welney, which is their 
ideal habitat. 

“Over the next few weeks 
we’ll keep a daily check on 
them, just to make sure that 
they’re doing okay. But then, 
they’ll be off on migration and 
we probably won’t see them 
again until they return to 
breed in two years’ time.”

Branch chairman Brian 
Tolliday, who presented 
the cheque to community 
fundraiser Bees Beattie, at the 
general meeting said he was 
delighted to pass the money 
to such a deserving charity, 
which the branch members 
were proud to support. 

He said: "The charity does a 
great job and we are delighted 
to add our support to the 
valuable work it does." 

Mrs Beattie, who has 
worked for the charity since 
December, said: "I am very 
pleased to accept this cheque 
on behalf of the Arthur Rank 
Hospice. We depend on 
community support to carry 
on our work and donations 
like this enable us to continue 
to offer free support to those 
patients and families who 
need it." 

The Arthur Rank Hospice 
Cambridge has recently 
moved into new purpose-built 
premises in Shelford where it 
is now offering more services 


to more people than before. 

Mrs Beattie, who lives in Ely, 
said the charity needs £2.85 
million a year to maintain its 
services and added: "We are 
very lucky with the amount of 
support we receive from the 
community generally. Without 
that support we would 
not achieve our objectives 
of raising the money to 
maintain the free services we 
provide." 

Maintaining a high level 
of services in the new 


premises represents a great 
challenge. 

Mrs Beattie added: "We 
are confident that with the 
continued support from the 
community we will be able 
to reach our new and bigger 
targets." 

The money was raised by 
branch members from raffles 
and bring-and-buy sales at 
monthly meetings, donations 
and a quiz night in Fulbourn 
that brought in more than 
£500. 
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Tories hold South East Cambs 
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CAMBRIDGE University graduate 
and former barrister Lucy Frazer 
won the public vote for the second 
time to retain her seat as MP for 
South East Cambridgeshire in last 
week’s general election. 

Ms Frazer was surrounded by 
friends, colleagues and family, in¬ 
cluding husband David and daugh¬ 
ter Mia, as the result was declared. 
She won the seat by a large majority 
with 33,601 votes, up 4.9 per cent 
since 2015. 

Labour candidate Huw Jones had 
17,443 votes and Liberal Demo¬ 
crat candidate Lucy Nethsingha 
took 11,958 votes. The turnout was 
73.4 per cent of the electorate - up 
slightly from the 70.4 per cent in 
2015. 

The result was announced at the 
Ross Peers Sports Centre in Soham 
just after 4.40am last Friday - more 
than six hours after counting start¬ 
ed. 

This year three candidates stood 
in the constituency, two less than in 
2015 when the Greens and UKIP put 
up candidates. 

Ms Frazer, who will be living in 
both Snailwell and Hampstead, 
said: “I am really pleased to have re¬ 
tained my seat. It is not possible to 
win without a huge amount of sup¬ 


port and a lot of people came out to 
vote, which I am immensely grate¬ 
ful for. So thank you to everyone 
who came out to vote.” 

When asked what are the main 


areas she will be focusing on first 
in the new parliamentary term, she 
said: “I said last time I would con¬ 
centrate on three things which I was 
in the middle of working through 


and I will continue to work on those. 

“One was fairer funding for 
schools which we did get, with £6 
million more for our area, so I will 
work to ensure we get the most of 


that arrangement, to press for fund¬ 
ing and other things for our schools 
locally. 

“I also campaigned on infrastruc¬ 
ture. The Ely bypass is coming to 
fruition and will be finished next 
year and there are lots of other pro¬ 
jects I will be concentrating on as 
well; fixing the railways and various 
rail projects throughout the constit¬ 
uency, and I will continue to work to 
improve our broadband and mobile 
speeds.” 

She added that she would cel¬ 
ebrate her win by “getting a little bit 
of sleep” and spending some time 
with her family. 

Labour’s Huw Jones said he 
was pleased with Labour’s result 
in Cambridge and neighbouring 
counties as Daniel Zeichner re¬ 
tained his seat in the city and new 
wins were declared in Peterborough 
and Ipswich. 

“I think Labour can start to make 
inroads in Cambridgeshire,” he 
said. 

County council leader and Lib 
Dem candidate for South East 
Cambs Lucy Nethsingha said it had 
been a mixed evening for her party. 

She reflected: “I’m delighted that 
Ed Davey and Vince Cable have re¬ 
gained their seats but it’s obviously 
hugely sad that Julian Huppert 
didn’t win in Cambridge and the 
loss of Nick Clegg is a blow not just 
for the Lib Dems but for the whole 
country.”

DR Emily Shuckburgh is a climate 
scientist and deputy head of the Polar 
Oceans Team at the British Antarctic 
Survey. 

At a talk "Will Ely be an island 
again?" at Ely Cathedral Science festival, 
she announced that by her calculations 
the likelihood of the Cambridgeshire 
Fens flooding "will go from one in 200 
years event to a one in 10 years event 
within the next 50 years". 

I have been promoting the building 
of a Wash Barrier to protect the Fens, 
and have further calculated that this 
means the Fens will almost certainly be 
lost before the end of this century, with 
the first catastrophic flood probable 
within the next 30 years. 

Climate change is real and impacting 
our lives now. Waiting is not an option.

Cutting cycle 
casualties 

THE BBC's The One Show June 7), 
showed non-cyclists from children to 
pensioners, who'd been taught to cycle 
in "one hour" by Cycle Confidence 

- a dynamic and progressive training 
organisation whose aim is to unlock 
London by empowering everyone 


to cycle confidently and safely. Also, 
with the aim of inspiring two million 
extra people to cycle by 2020, Sir 
Chris Hoy promoted HSBC City Rides, 
traffic-free rides in 14 major cities, to 
which presenter Alex Jones said she 
was "petrified of traffic", and Dr Who 
writer Mark Gatiss said: "It's terrifying 
to ride through the streets of London. I 
have great admiration for people who 
blithely ride through traffic. If you listen 
to bus and cab drivers, it's like Death 
Race 2000." 

As a member of Road Peace, the 
national charity for road crash victims, 
I've met many partners and parents, 
bereaved by 'driver error'. 

No doubt cycling promoters won't 
like me asking that since people 
aren't encouraged to swim in shark- 
infested waters, why are children and 
pensioners being encouraged to cycle 
on 'shark-infested' roads? 

Last year 123 cyclists were killed: 90 
per cent solely due to 'driver error' and 
43 have already been killed this year. 

For me, more terrified of cyclist 
hatred and 'driver error' than of 
terrorists, the most insane thing about 
cycling in towns/cities is cycle lanes 
adjacent to parking lanes - they 
are 'door zones', and surely akin 
to cars with bald tyres, or electrical 
appliances with bare wires - death 
traps! 

Indeed, with speeding traffic, 
passing parked vehicles anywhere 
is death defying. With the use of 
'distracting' smartphones and sat 
navs, all on the rise, how many more 
needless and senseless cyclist deaths 
will Britain be counting come 2020? 

What might The One Show report 
then?

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INQUEST 

Dentist killed in road crash 
had been unwell while at work 


A “BRIGHT and kind” dentist was 
feeling unwell before she lost control 
of her car and was fatally injured, an 
inquest has heard. 

Joy Harrild, 26, who worked at 
Cambridgeshire Community Dental 
Service in Ely, had been sent home 
from work with a migraine shortly 
before she was involved in a col¬ 
lision with two vehicles at around 
9.20am on December 6 last year. 

The dentist, of Hunters Mews in 
Dog Kennel Lane, Royston, was in 
her blue Ford Ka when the accident 
happened on the A505 at Flint Cross. 

The inquest heard how she strug¬ 
gled to eat her breakfast and was 
sick before leaving for work. She had 
previously reported that there had 
been a sickness bug going around 
the workplace. 

On arrival at work, she felt more 
unwell and had been advised to re¬ 
turn home by her manager. 

The inquest heard that Joy lost 
control on a slight left hand bend 
where her vehicle crossed into the 
offside carriageway. 

PC Peter Bimson, who investi¬ 
gated the crash, said: “It is likely that 
she steered suddenly and excessive-

ly to her left in an attempt to correct 
her course, but in doing so lost con¬ 
trol of her vehicle. 

“As a result the blue Ford car en¬ 
tered the eastbound lane going 
anti-clockwise. The front of an Audi 
struck the front of the blue Ford car.” 

PC Bimson said: “Post collision, 
the Ford car continued rotating an¬ 
ti-clockwise and came to rest north 
eastwards on the northern grass 
verge.” 

He said a black Ford car mounted 
the verge and was struck by the front 
of the Audi. 

PC Bimson told the inquest: “As 
a result of the collision, Ms Harrild 
sustained multiple fatal injuries.” 

He concluded that the cause of the 
collision was Ms Harrild “steering an 
incorrect course” and “in an attempt 
to correct this lost control of her ve¬ 
hicle”. 

PC Bimson added that the driving 
error “could have been due to her 
being unwell”. 

Assistant coroner David Morris 


recorded that the cause of death was 
multiple traumatic injuries. 

Ms Harrild’s family, who were at 
the inquest, said: “We would like to 
thank our wider families, friends and 
colleagues for their love and support 
throughout this difficult period. 

“We would particularly like to 
mention Joy’s fellow workers at 
Cambridgeshire Community Den¬ 
tal Service, who welcomed Joy into 
their team and made the last few 
months of her working life so happy 
and fulfilling. 

“We would also like to extend our 
gratitude to Cambridgeshire police 
and the Road Victims Trust, who 
have given us support and guidance 
through this painful process.” 

The family had previously paid 
tribute to Ms Harrild, saying: “Joy 
was the brightest and kindest of 
us all. We are incredibly proud of 
the person she was and all that she 
achieved. 

“Joy dedicated her life to helping 
others. She was passionate about 
her work and was at the heart of our 
family. We will miss her every day 
and will never forget the love she 
gave us all.”

the Old Bedford River and 
the New Bedford River. 

Then in the 19th Century 
Dutch engineers were em¬ 
ployed to construct modern 
sluice technology. 

Yet despite man-made 
solutions, Dr Shuckburgh 
says rising sea levels com¬ 
bined with climate change 
bringing heavier rainfalls is 
a recipe for disaster which 
can’t be avoided. 

She continued: “The Den¬ 
ver Sluice [in Norfolk] is the 
key to the water manage¬ 
ment of this region. So if 
there is a big storm surge it 
stops water flooding from 
the sea and if there is a lot 
of inland water it lets it out 
to the sea - that’s what man¬ 
ages it all. 

“But after tens of centim¬ 
eters of sea level rise we get 
to the stage when Denver 
Sluice is not good enough to 
protect the land. 

“People talk about putting 


a barrier all the way around 
the Wash, but it starts to get 
to the stage where if you are 
trying to hold back an Ant¬ 
arctic ice sheet, the idea we 
can build more and more 
flood defences is unten¬ 
able.” 

This could well mean we 
see a return to the scenes of 
the great Fenland flood of 
1947 which saw a vast area 
of residential and farm land 
swamped. 

As described by Cam¬ 
bridge News’ chief reporter 
Chris Elliott: “The floodwa- 
ter tore huge breaches in 
the river banks, and hun¬ 
dreds of families were made 
homeless. The sheer force of 
the water smashed fences, 
knocked down doors and 
destroyed walls, even those 
made of brick.” 

Dr Shuckburgh contin¬ 
ued: “A chunk of Antarctica 
a quarter the size of Wales 
is about to collapse any day 
now. 

“The whole of the West 


Antarctic ice sheet holds 
something like three me¬ 
tres of sea level rise in total 
but even with more modest 
sea level rise, if you then get 
the heavy rainfalls that we 
have seen quite a bit of in 
recent years causing inland 
flooding, or storm surges, 
you will get levels of flood¬ 
ing even before we see the 
levels of sea rise, that will 
put us permanently under 
water.” 

“Generally in the UK peo¬ 
ple care about British wild¬ 
life but people definitely 
care, even if they don’t care 
about polar bears or but¬ 
terflies, about their houses, 
and if their houses are go¬ 
ing to be under water that is 
something people definitely 
worry about.” 

It may not seem real 
but for scientists like Dr 
Shuckburgh working on 
the Antarctic ice sheets a 
world away from the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire fens, the threat 
is all too real.

Tea and sympathy at two new 
pop up mental wellbeing cafes 


TWO Ely residents are on a mission to combat 
the causes of mental ill health before they take 
hold - inspired by the Duke of Cambridge’s 
Heads Together campaign. 

Kathryn Pearcey, 57, and Anthony Sigrist, 
44, are launching two separate pop up cafes, 
which they hope will equip people with the 
skills to look after their own mental wellbeing. 

Kathryn’s ‘Happy Cafe’ and Anthony’s ‘Talk¬ 
ing FreELY’ both launch at the beginning of 
July, with each focusing on the different ways 
talking and taking action can combat mental 
ill health. 

Kathryn and Anthony both hit upon 
the idea of a mental health cafe and 
spurred on by the success of the 
royals’ national campaign, have 
decided to work closely together 
to spread awareness. 

Retired secondary school music 
teacher Kathryn said: “The roy¬ 
als have started people having a 
discussion about mental health, 
but my quest has been very much 
more about bringing that

a local level. The royals have done a wonderful 
job bringing it up to a national level but it’s a 
question of what then happens locally? 

“The idea came to me because I initially 
didn’t have very good mental wellbeing after 
I finished work. I came across this national 
charity, Action for Happiness, and their re¬ 
sources made a big impact, so when I was well 
enough I wanted to tell other people about it.” 

She said: “The way to get it into the com¬ 
munity and allow people to have access 
to the resources was for me to find a lo¬ 
cal cafe to host meetings and activities 
because there is nothing that replaces 
^ face-to-face contact. 

Ely’s Happy Cafe is committed to 
improving the wellbeing of the com- 
i munity with the aim of providing a 
welcoming meeting place for local 
T people to learn about scientifical¬ 
ly proven methods to im¬ 
prove happiness and 
personal wellbeing. 
There are Happy 
Cafes across the 
globe, the first 
of which was set 
up in Brighton in

2014. 

Inspired by Action for Happiness, an inter¬ 
national movement for positive social change, 
Happy Cafe Ely will be the first of its kind in 


Cambridgeshire. 

Kathryn continued: “The idea behind the 
cafe is that people can pop in at any time and 
get resources or if they want they can turn up 
every fortnight to have a chat. That was what 
helped me.” 

Former Met police officer Anthony was 
inspired by the national campaign Time to 
Change, which was set up in in 2007. 

Led by Mind and Rethink Mental Illness, the 
movement has already impacted on millions 
across the country. 

He said: “I’ve had my own problems with 
mental health throughout my life, depression 
and anxiety and those sorts of things. 

“The (royals’) campaign pretty much 
launched as we put our project together; it’s 
been a fantastically coincidental timing. 

“When they first launched I thought ‘well 
there’s a lot of national campaigns going on, is 
there a need for it locally?’ and I figured yes, 
absolutely, because these big messages are 
happening at the national level, but where do 
the local people go? 

He continued: “My inspiration is to get men 
talking about mental health because we aren’t 
very good at it.” 

On July 1 Talking FreELY pop up cafe will 
be at Ely Cathedral conference centre from 
9.30am - 1.30pm and on July 12 the first Hap¬ 
py Cafe Ely meeting will be at Julia’s tearoom 
from 10.30am until noon.

Arbuckles itself is big with 
a comfortable, stylish and 
spacious seating area both 


downstairs and upstairs. 

Seating can be in large 
comfortable booths if you've 
brought the whole family with 
you and want to snuggle up, or 
ideal if you're meeting up with 
a group friends. 

We had a hard time 
choosing between the many 
delicious sounding breakfast 


combinations. 

We kept it safe(ish) and 
went for the Farmhouse at 
the rather reasonable price of 
£6.75. 

Plus a pot of tea which 
came in a little pot with a cup 
and saucer and a charming 
little bottle of milk. 

Service was fast and within 
10 minutes, look what turned 
up . . . hot beans, well cooked 
bacon (hurrah!) and a very 
nice sausage that had just 
about the consistency we're 
after. 

Fluffy hash browns, whilst 
not tasting exactly 'home¬ 
made', they didn't taste like 
they'd come from the bottom 
of the freezer either. 

And there were TWO of 
them so that's a plus. 

A perfectly cooked fried egg 
with a nice thick white. And 
a tasty mushroom, cooked to 
perfection. AND you get toast. 
Stacks of white toast arrived 
on the side too. 

From 9.30am-11.30am 
on the last Sunday of every 
month you can turn up to the 
Jazz Breakfast. Your breakfast 
comes accompanied with 
toast AND live jazz music. 

You definitely don't get that 
at home. 

Lasting impressions of 
breakfast at Arbuckles? If 
you're giving the family a treat, 
or you fancy a treat on your 
own, this is a great option.You 
couldn't make this at home for 
as cheap as £6.95 AND you'd 
have to wash up. 

B ut there's more work to 
be done . . . 

We have also had 
lots of shout-outs about the 
Earl of Derby in Hills Road, 
Cambridge, so our quest for 
the region's best full English 
led us there next. 

A popular place with sports 
fans and students alike, it's 
also a bed and breakfast, with 
food served from 7.30am. 

It's got a good atmosphere, 
given that it's the morning and 
it's a pub.

Number of armed 


officers up by 50% 


THE number of armed police now avail¬ 
able in Cambridgeshire has increased by 
50 per cent. 

But the move is not in relation to any 
specific intelligence about an imminent 
terror attack and is not as a result of the 
recent atrocities. 

Force chiefs in Cambridgeshire, Hert¬ 
fordshire and Bedfordshire say the in¬ 
crease had been in the pipeline for a year. 

The three forces’ Joint Protective Ser¬ 
vices (BCH JPS) began increasing the 
number of Authorised Firearms Officers 
(AFOs) in July 2016 - following a Home 
Office directive to all forces - in order 
to help protect the public and respond 
quickly to serious threats. 

The officers were selected from those 
already working within the JPS unit and 
although the officers will not carry weap¬ 
ons on a routine basis, they are ready to 
be called upon should they be needed 
to respond swiftly in exceptional cases, 
such as when life is at risk. 

Paul Fullwood, Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble for the BCH JPS, said: “The tragic in¬ 
cidents in Manchester and Fondon show 
us how important it is that we have the 
appropriate number of firearms-trained 
officers. 

“Fast year we carried out a review of 
the tri-force armed policing unit and

found that the number of firearms offic¬ 
ers across the three forces was sufficient 
to meet our day-to-day demand, but we 
felt it would be beneficial to increase 
the number of officers who are firearms 
trained in order to provide the best pos¬ 
sible levels of protection and security 
across the three counties. 

“Since then we have carried out a series 
of intensive training courses to ensure we 
have the very best calibre of people in 
this high-pressured role and from today 
there are now an additional 50 per cent 
firearms-trained officers available in the 
tri-force area. 

“The terrible and tragic terror attacks 
in Manchester and Fondon are a timely 
reminder of just why this increase is 
needed, although I’d like to stress that 
this increase has been planned for sev¬ 
eral months and is not in relation to any 
specific intelligence. 

“When others run away from danger, 
our brave AFOs run towards the threat. 
They’re often faced with difficult and 
challenging decisions and as such we 
are hugely appreciative of their efforts in 


by armed officers. 

“I hope this move to increase 
the number of highly trained 
officers helps to reassure the 
people of Cambridgeshire. I 
am committed to do all I can to 
ensure the constabulary has the 
necessary resources to protect the 
public.”

For the good of the boys, Jack 
was not in their lives for a time 



TV star and life coach 
Jeff Brazier, father of 
the late Jade Goody's 
boys, tells HANNAH 
STEPHENSON about 
meeting up with her 
widower, Jack Tweed, 
and dealing with grief 

T V PRESENTER Jeff Brazier 
has morphed from Essex 
cheeky chappy and reality 
TV star to qualified grief 
counsellor. The 38-year-old 
presenter and former professional 
footballer, a regular on ITV's This 
Morning and single father to the 
late Jade Goody's sons, Bobby, 14, 
and Freddie, 12, is now a life coach. 

He's also an ambassador for the 
children's bereavement charity, 

Grief Encounter, a role for which 
his own experiences make him 
eminently qualified. 

Jeff was widely admired 
following the death of former 
girlfriend and Big Brother star Jade, 
when he looked after his boys and 
protected them from the media 
glare. 

Jade died, aged 27, from cervical 
cancer in 2009. Although they were 
no longer together - she had 
married Jack Tweed a month 
before she died - there was never 
any doubt Jeff would have sole 
custody of the children. 

He initially kept his distance 
from Jack, who faced a number of 
assault charges and convictions in 
the years following Jade's death, 
but after a chance meeting, Jeff 
asked if he would like to see the 
boys. This led to Freddie and Bobby 
being reunited with their estranged 
stepfather two months ago. 

"I know Jack had a difficult time 
in the relationship (he was with 
Jade for three years) and 
a difficult time after Jade 
died, and as a result, it 
was a difficult decision 
for me, but the way that 
he was living at the time 
wasn't conducive to the 
stability of two bereaved 
children," Jeff says of his 
decision to sever ties with 
the widower. 

"While it was a hard 
decision to make at the 
time, it was never permanent. I'm 
very pleased to say that a month or 
two ago we were invited to dinner 
at his mum and dad's house and 
the three of us went and had a 
really lovely time. 


"They gave the boys each a gift of 
a big framed picture of their mum 
that Jack had received at the 
wedding. He'd kept hold of them 
for the boys for eight years, which I 
thought was wonderful. 

"There's a reason we stay in 
touch with people sometimes. It 

has to be for the good of the 
kids. It was for the good of 
the kids that he wasn't in 
their lives for a time, but 
maybe now he can start to 
integrate himself back into 
their lives, because he has 
priceless memories of their 
mum." 

He hopes the boys will see 
Jack more regularly, but is 
not going to put pressure on 
them, he says. 

"It has to be right for him as well. 
I could imagine that on that day, he 
had a lot of emotions going 
through his mind, both before, 
during and after seeing them, and 
for some people it might prove too 


much. I don't know when they'll 
see him again, but I hope they do." 

He writes about Jack in a chapter 
of his first book, The Grief 
Survival Guide, an informative, 
part-autobiographical read, that 
explores the symptoms of grief in its 
many forms, using case studies and 
his own experiences to navigate loss 
and all that comes with it. 

His own life has had rocky 
patches. His mother, Jeanette, gave 
birth to him at 16 but his father 
decamped. When her relationship 
with his stepfather - who he 
thought was his real father - broke 
down, they ended up for a time in a 
women's refuge in Yarmouth. 

When he finally found out who 
his real father was, it was too late. 
Stephen Faldo was skipper of the 
Marchioness, a party boat that sank 
in the Thames after colliding with 
the Bowbelle, a dredger, in 1989. 
Stephen was among the 51 dead. 

Jeff has clearly learned a lot 
bringing up his two sons and 



dealing with their grief, but has 
somehow managed to move on. 

His girlfriend, travel PR Kate 
Dwyer, lives with them at his home 
in Essex. 

"My coping mechanism at first 
was to shut up shop and 
concentrate solely on the boys. 
When I realised I was doing OK, I 
started to welcome the notion of 
having a relationship," he says. 

"Kate and I have been together 
three years and we have a great 
relationship. It's hard for her being a 
step-parent. It would have been 
easier for girlfriends in the past 
because my children were adorable. 

"Teenage children are not always 
cute and adorable and it requires 
more patience and understanding 
on the part of your partner coming 
into that family. We work very hard 
on our communication and that's 
why the relationship's been doing 
very well." 

He has always had a six-month 
rule before introducing a new 
partner to the boys. But they got on 
straight away. 

"It's a balancing act. The boys 
don't compare her with Jade. I 
wasn't with their mum. They have 
scant memories other than the 
pictures I show them." 

So, is he planning on getting 
married? 

"There's no point in being in a 
fantastic relationship for it to not 
head anywhere, so that has to be 
the aim. At this stage in my life I've 
got to be building something. The 
relationship is a good one, so I 
think it's very possible." 

"We've got a wonderful balance 
where the boys get that female 
influence in their lives." 

He also hints that he'd like more 
children. "I love being a dad and I'd 
be intrigued bringing up children 
with the person you bring them 
into the world with because I 
haven't had the benefit of doing 
that. I can imagine it being a hell of 
a lot easier. It would be a relief to 
share the 
responsibility."

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Performance Megane 
diesel is a bit of a beast 


A HIGH performance diesel GT 
is being added to the Renault 
Megane line up as a new 
flagship for the range. 

The new Megane GT dCi features 
the most powerful 1.6-litre diesel 
currently available using twin turbos 
to produce 165bhp. 

Priced from £27,740 for the 
Megane hatch and £29,040 for the 
Sport Tourer estate, the GT is fitted 
with Renault's six speed dual clutch 
electronic gearbox. 

Renault says the hatch version is 
capable of a top speed of 133mph, 


0-62mph in eight seconds, and 
returns combined-cycle fuel 
consumption of 61.4mpg with C02 
of 120g/km. The figures for the Sport 
Tourer are 8.9sec, 133mph, 61.4mpg 
and 124g/km respectively. 

The new GT is fitted with Renault 
Sport-developed suspension and 
the 4Control chassis with four-wheel 
steering for added agility. 

The car is built at Renault's factory 
in Spain alongside the mainstream 
Megane models but has been 
designed by the Renault Sport team 
giving it a wider lower air intake with 


a honeycomb-pattern mesh flanked 
by lateral scoops at the front. 

Dark metal, diamond cut 18- 
inch alloy wheels and door mirror 
housings match the finish on the front 
air scoops and rear diffuser. 

On the inside the GT's sports 
front seats feature additional lateral 
support to the base and backrest and 
integral headrests. 

The GT also features an auto- 
dimming rear view mirror and 
chrome door sill plates. 

It also comes with standard 
equipment including lane departure 


warning, traffic sign recognition, 
automatic high/low beam, electronic 
stability control with traction and 
understeer control, ABS with hill start 
assist, adaptive cruise control, speed 
limiter and automatic headlights and 
windscreen wipers. 

The GT's R-LINK2 multimedia 
system features an 8.7-inch display 
which can be operated with pinch 
and zoom movements, just like a 
smartphone or tablet. It gives access 
to TomTom LIVE services, DAB/ FM/ 
AM tuner, Bluetooth audio streaming 
and vehicle apps.
